Promulgated by the President in the Forty -fifth Year of the Re 
public of India . 


A Regulation to provide for the development of the Union territory 
of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands according to plan and for matters 
connected therewith . 


In exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 1 ) of article 240 
of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the follow 
ing Regulation made by him : 


CHAPTER I 


PRELIMINARY

1. (1 ) This Regulation may be called the Andaman 
Islands Town and Country Planning Regulation , 1994 .

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the Union territory of the Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands 

(3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Administrator may , 
by notification in the Official Gazette , appoint.

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2 . In this Regulation , unless the context otherwise requires --- 

(a ) " Administration " means the Andaman and Nicobar Ad 
ministration ; 

(6 ) " Administrator " means the Administrator of the Union lerri 
tory of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands appointed by the President 
under 239 of the Constitution ; 

(c ) " amenity ” includes road , water supply , street lighting, 
drainage , sewerage , public works and such other convenience as 
the Administrator may , by notification in the Official Gazette, specify 
to be an amenity for the purposes of this Regulation ; 

( d ) “ building : includes any structure , erection or part of a struc 
ture or erection which is intended to be used for residential, indus 
trial, commercial or other purposes , whether in actual use or not ; 

(e ) " building operations " includes rebuilding operations, struc 
tural alterations of, or additions to , buildings and other operations 
normally undertaken in connection with construction of buildings ; 

(f) " development" with its grammatical variations and cognate 
expressions means the carrying out of building, engineering , 
mining or other operations in , on , over or under land or the mak 
ing of any material change in building or land and includes re 
development ; 

(g ) " development area ” means any area declared to be a deve 
lopment area under sub - section ( 1 ) of section 11 ; 

(h ) " engineering operations" includes the formation or lay 
ing out of means of access to a road or the laying out of means of 
water supply ; 

(i) "master plan " means a plan which includes an outline, 
development plan , re -development or improvement plan of a deve 
lopment area and zonal development plan , prepared for any 
development area under this Regulation ; 


( ) "means of access " includes any means of access , whether 
private or public , for vehicles or pedestrians , and includes a road ;

( k ) " owner" includes the classes of tenants specified in section 
141 of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands Land Revenue and 
Land Reforms Regulation , 1966 ; 

- (1) “ prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this 
Regulation ; 
( m ) " to erect" , in relation to any building, includes 

( i) any material alteration or enlargement of any building, 

(ii) the conversion by structural alteration into a place for 
human habitation of any building not originally constructed 
for human habitation , 

( iii) the conversion into more than one place for human 
habitation of a building originally constructed as one such 
place , 
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( iv ) the conversion of two or more places of human habi 
tation into a greater number of such places, 

(v ) such alterations of a building as affect an alteration of 
its drainage or sanitary arrangements, or materially affect ils 
security ; 

(vi) the addition of any rooms, buildings, houses ol other 
structures to any building, and 

(vii) the construction in a wall adjoining any streel or land 
not belonging to the owner of the wall, of a door opening on 
to such street or land ; 

( n ) " Town Planner " means a person appointed under sub 
section (1 ) of section 3 to perform the duties of a Town Planner 
under this Regulation : 

( 0 ) " zone" means any one of the divisions in which the area 
to which this Regulation applies may be divided for the purposes of 
development under this Regulation ; 

( p ) the expression " land " shall have the meaning assigned 10 
it in section 3 of the Land Acquisition Act. 1894 . 

CHAPTER II

3 . ( 1) The Administrator, may appoint an officer, not below the rank 
of a Secretary to the Admini- tration to be the Town Planner for the 
purposes of this Regulation and may also appoint other persons tn as 
sist the Town Planner.

( 2 ) The Administrator may , by general or special order , confer , on 
any person appointed under sub -section ( 1) , all or any of the powers 
of the Town Planner under this Regulation and such person shall exercise 
such powers subject to the general superintendenre , direction and con 
trol of the Town Planner . 

4 The Administrator shall place at the disposal of the Town Plan 
ner such number of officers and employees (including experts for techni 
cal work ) of the Administration as may be necessary for the efficient 
performance of his functions and may determine thejr designations 
and grades. 

5 . ( 1) The Administrator shall, as soon as may be constillile an 
advisory council for the purpose of advising the Town Planner on the 
preparation of the master plan and on such other matters relating to 
planning of development arising out of, or in connection with the im 
plementation of this Regulation . 

(2 ) The Advisory Council shall consist of the following members". 
namely : 

( a ) The Town Planner , ex -officio . who shall be President; 

( b ) one representative to represent the Ministry of the Central 
Government dealing with Agriculture: 

(c ) one representative to represent the Ministry of the Central 
Government dealing with Environment and Forests; 
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(d ) one representative to represent the Ministry of the Central 
Government dealing with Urban Development; 


( e ) one representative of the Health Department of the Adm 
nistration ; 


( f) one representative of the Port Blair Municipal Board ;

( g ) one representative of the Electricity Department of 
Administration ; 


( h ) one representative of the Public Works Department of the 
Administration ; 


(i) Iwo persons, with knowledge of town planning or architec 
ture , to be nominated by the Administrator ; 


(i) one woman member to be nominated by the Administrator. 


CHAPTER III 


MASTER - PLAN

6 . (1 ) The Town Planner shall, as soon as may be, carry out a civic 
survey of, and prepare a master plan for , the development area . 


( 2 ) The master plan shall 


(a ) define the various zones into which the development area 
may be divided for purposes of development and indicate the manner 
in which the land in each zone is proposed to be used (whether by 
the carrying out thereon of development or otherwise ) and the stages 
by which any such development shall be carried out ; and 


( 6 ) serve as a basic pattern of frame-work within which deve 
lopment plans for various zones may be prepared . 


( 3 ) The master plan may provide for any other matter which is 
necessary for the general development of the Union territory of the 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands,

7. (1) Before preparing any master plan finally and submitting it 10 
the Administrator for approval, the Town Planner shall prepare a plan 
in draft and publish it by making a copy thereof available for inspection 
and publishing a notice in such form and manner as may be prescribed 
inviting objections and suggestions from any person with respect to the 
draft master plan before such date as may be specified in the notice. 


( 2 ) The Town Planner shall also give reasonable opportunity to every 
local authority within the local limits of jurisdiction any land touched 
hy the master plan is situated , to make any representation or suggestion 
with respect to the plan . 


(3 ) After considering all objections, suggestions and representations 
that may have been received by the Town Planner , he shall finally prę . 
pare the master plan and subrnit it to the Administrator for approval. 
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8 . (1 ) Every master plan shall , as soon as may be , after its prepara 
Lion , be submitted by the Town Planner to the Administrator for approval 
and the Administrator may either approve the master plan with or with 
out modifications as he may consider necessary or reject the master plan 
with directions to the Town Planner to prepare a fresh master plan 
according to such directions.

(2 ) Immediately after the master plan has been approved by him , 
the Administrator shall cause to be published in such manner as may be 
prescribed a notice slating that the master plan has been approved and 
naming a place where a copy of the master plan may be inspected ai all 
reasonable hours and upon the date of first publication of the aforesaid 
notice the master plan shall come into operation . 


9 . ( 1) The Administrator may make any modification to a master plan 
being modifications which , in his opinion , do not effect important altera 
tions in the character of the plan and which do not relate to the extent of 
land-uses or the standards of population density .

( 2) The Central Government may , in the interests of the security of 
the State or of the general public , make any modifications to the master 
plan whether such modifications are of the nature specified in sub -section 
(1) or otherwise 


( 3) Before making any modification lo a master plan under sub -section 
(1 ) , the Administrator shall publish a notice in such form and manner 
as may be prescribed inviting objections and suggestions with respect 10 
the proposed modifications before such date, not being less than foriy 
five days from the date on which the notice is made available to the 
public , as may be specified in the notice and shall consider all objections 
and suggestions ihal may be received by him . 


( 4 ) Every modification made under the provisions of sub - section ( 1) 
or sub - secuon ( 2 ) shall be published in such manner as may be prescribed 
and the modifications shall come into operation on the date specified in 
the notification . 


( 5 ) When the Administrator makes any modifications to a master plan 
under sub -section ( 1) , he shall report to the Central Government the full 
particulars of such modifications within thirty days of the date on which 
such modifications come into operation . 


CHAPTER IV 


DEVELOPMENT OF LANDS 


10 . Nætwithstanding anything contained in any other law for the time 
being ira force and subjeci to the provisions of section 9 ,no person shall, 
after the coming into operation of the master plan , under sub - section ( 2 ) 
of section 8 use or permit to be used any land or building in the develop 
ment area otherwise than in conformity with such master plan ;

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11 . (1 ) As soon as may be after the commencement of his Regula 
Lion , the Adiunistration may , by notification in the Official Gazette , declare 
any area in the Union territory of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands to 
be a development plea for the purposes of this Regulation : 


Provided hal no such declaration shall be made unless a proposal for 
such declaration nas been referred to the local authority within the limits 
of which inę area is located for its views and such views, if any, received 
within thinly days of such ieference are considered . 


(2 ) After the commencement of this Regulation , no development of 
land shall be undertaken or carried out in any development arca by any 
person or body ( including a Department of Government or the Adminis 
tration ) unless permission for such development has been obtained in 
writing from the Town Planner in accordance with the provisions of this 
Regulation , 


( 3) After the coming into operalion of the master plan , no develop . 
ment sball he undertaken or carried out in the development area unless 
such development is in accordance with such plan , 

(4 ) Nolwiihs nding anything contained in sub -sections ( 2 ) and ( ?) , 
development of any land begun by any department of Government or 
Administration vi any local authority before the commencemeni of this 
Regulation may be completed by that department or local authority with 
out compliance with the requirements of those sub- sections .

12 . ( 1 ) Every person or body (including a department of Govern 
ment or the Administration ) desiring 10 nbtain the perinission referred 
to in sub - section (2 ) of section 11 shall make an application in writing 10 
the l own Planner in such from and containing such particulars in respect 
of the development to which the application relates as may be prescribed . 


(2 ) Every application under sub -section ( 1) shall be accompanied 
by such fee as may be prescribed : 


Provided thai no such fee shall be necessary in the case of an appli 
cation made by a department of the Government or of the Administration , 

( ) On the receipt of an application for permission under sub -section 
( 1) , the Town Planner shall issue an acknowledgement of receipt of such 
application and afier making such inquiry as he considers necessary shall , 
by order in writing, either grant the permission , subject to such conditions, 
if any . us may be specified in the order or refuse to grant such permission : 


Provded that before making an order iefusing such permission , the 
applicant shall be given a reasonable opportunity to show cause why the 
permission should not be refused , 


(4 ) Where a permission is refused , the grounds of such refusal shall 
be recorded in writing and communicared to the applicant in the manner 
prescribed , 


(5 ) If the Town Planner does not communicate his order to the 
applicant within six months from the date of acknowledgement of receipt 
of the application under sub -section ( 1) , such permission shal be deemed 
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to have been granted to the applicant on the expiry of the said period of 
six months, 


(6 ) The Town Planner shall keep in such form as may be prescribed 
a register of applications for permission under this section , 


(7 ) The said register shall contain such particulars including infor 
mation as to the manner in which applications for permission have been 
dealt with as may be prescribed and shall be available for inspection by 
any member of the public at all reasonable hours on payment of such fee 
not exceeding rupees twenty as may be prescribed . 


( 8 ) Where permission is refused under this section the applicani, or 
any person claiming through him shall not be entitled to get refund of 
the fee paid on the application for permission , 


13. Every permission for any development granted under this Regu 
lation shall remain in force for three years from the date of such permis 
sion :

CHAPTER V 


SUPPLEMENTAL AND MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 


15. The Town Planner may authorise any person in writing to enter 
Into or upon any land or building within a development area with or 
without assistants or workmen for the purpose of —

( a ) moking any enquiry , inspeciion , measurement or survey or 
laking levels of such land or building; 


(b ) examining works under construction and a certaining the 
course of sewers and drains; 


( c ) digging or boring into the sub - soil; 
( d ) setting out boundaries and intended lines of work ; 

( e ) making such levels , boundaries and lines by placing marks 
and cutting trenches ; 
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(f) ascertaining whether any land is being or has been developed 
in contravention of the master plan or without the permission referred 
to in section 11 or in contravention of any condition subject to which 
such permission has been granted ; or 

( g ) doing any other thing necessary for the efficient administra 
tion of this Regulation : 


Provided that 


( i) no such entry shall be made except betwecn tie lows of 
sunrise and sunset and without giving reasonable notice to the occu 
pier, or if there be no occupier , to the owner of the land or building s 

( ii ) sufficient opportunity shall in every instance be given to 
enable women if any to withdraw from such land or bui?rling ; 

(ni) due regard shall always be had , so far as may be compatible 
with the exigencies of the purpose for which the entry is made , to 
the social and religious usages of the occupants of the land or building 
entered ,

16 . (1) Any person who uses any land or building in contravention 
of the provisions of section 10 or in contravention of any terms and coorli . 
Lions prescribed under the proviso to that section shall be punishable with 
fine which may extend to five thousand rupees and in the case of a conti.

fifty riipees for everyday during which such offence continues after con 
viction ſo the first commission of the offence . 


( 2 ) Any person who whether at his own instance or at the instance 
of any other person or anybody (including a department of Government 
or the Administration ) undertakes or carries out development of any land 
in contravention of the master plan or without the permission referred to 
in sub- section ( ? ) of section 11 or in contravention of any condition sub 
ject to which such permission has been granted , shall be punishable, 

( a ) with rigorous imprisonment which may extend to three 
years, if such development relates to utilising , selling or otherwise 
dealing with any land with a view to the setting up of a colony 
within a development area , 

(6 ) with simple imprisonment which say extend to six months 
or with fine which may extend to five thousand rupees, or with both , 
in any case other than that referred to in clause ( a ). 


(3 ) Any person who obstructs the entry of a person authorised under 
section 15 to enter into or upon any land or building, or molest« sucı 
person after such entry shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term 
which may extend to six months, or with fine which may extend to che 
thousand rupees, or with both ,

17 . ( 1 ) Where any development has been commenced or is being 
carried on or has been completed in contravention of the master plan or 
without the permission referred to in sub -section ( 2 ) of section 11 or in 
contravention of any conditions subject to which such permission has 
been granted , the Town Planner may , in addition to any prosecution that 
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may be instituted under this Regulation , make an order directing that 
such development shall be removed by demolition filling or otherwise by 
the owner thereof or by the person at whose instance the developmen . 
has been commenced or is being caried out or has been completed , within 
such period (not being less than five days and more than fifteen days 
from the date on which a copy of the order of removal, with a brief state 
ment of the reasons therefor, has been delivered to the owner or that 
failure to comply with the order , the Town Planner may remove or cause 
to be removed the development and the expenses of such removal shall be 
recovered from the owner or the person at whose instance the develop 
ment was commenced or was being carried out or was completed as 
arrears of land revenue ; 


Provided that no such order shall be made unless the owner or the 
person concerned has been given a reasonable opportunity to show cause 
why the order should not be made . 


( 2 ) The provisions of this section shall be in addition to , and not in 
derogation of, any other provision relating to demolition of buțldings 
contained in any other law for the time being in force .

18 . ( 1) Where any development in any area has been commenced in 
contravention of the master plan or without the permission referred to in 
sub -section ( 2 ) of section 11 or in contravention of any conditions subject 
to which such permission has been granted , the Town Planner may , in 
addition to any prosecution that may be instituted under this Regulation , 
make an order requiring the development to be discontinued on and from 
the date of the service of the order , and such order shall be complied with 
accordingly . 


(2 ) Where such development is not discontinued in pursuance of the 
order under sub - section (1 ) , the Town Planner may in writing require 
any police officer to remove the person by whom the development has 
been commenced and all his assistants and workmen from the place of 
development or to seize any construction material, tool, machinery , scaf 
folding or other things used in such development within such time as may 
be specified in the requisition and such police officer shall comply with 
the requisition accordingly . 


( 5) Any of the things caused to be seized by the Town Planner 
under sub -section (2 ) shall , unless the owner thereof turns up to take 
back such things and pays to the Town Planner the charges for the remo 
val or storage of such things , be disposed of by him by public anction or 
any other manner and within such time as he thinks fit. 


( 4 ) The charges for the removal and storage of the things sold under 
sub -section (3 ) shall be paid out of the proceeds of the sale thereof and 
the balance , if any , shall be paid to the owner of the things sold on a 
claim being made therefor within a period of one year from the date of 
sale , and if no such claim is made within the said period , shall be credited 
to the Consolidated Fund of India . 


(5 ) After the requisition under sub -section (2 ) has been complied 
with , the Town Planner may depute by a written order a police officer or 
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an officer or employee of the Administration to watch the place in order 
lo ensure that the development is not continued . 


(6 ) Any person failing to comply with an order under sub -section 
( 1) shall be punishable with fine which may extend to two hundred 
rupees for every day during which the non -compliance continues after 
the service of the order . 

(7 ) No compensation shall be claimable by any person for any damage 
which he may sustain in consequence of the removal of any development 
under section 17 or the discontinuance of the development under this 
section . 


(8 ) The provisions of this section shall be in addition to , and not 
. in derogation of, any other provision relating to stoppage of building 

operations contained in any other law for the time being in force.

19 . ( 1 ) Any person aggrieved by an order of the Town Planner 
made under this Regulation , may prefer an appeal to the Adminis 
trator within thirty days from the date of the order appealed against; 

Provided that the Administrator may , entertain an appeal after 
the expiry of the said period of thirty days if he is satisfied that there 
was sufficient cause for not Alling it within that period . 


( 2 ) An appeal under sub - section ( 1 ) shall be made in such form 
and shall be accompanied by a copy of the order appealed against and 
by such fee as may be prescribed . 

( 3) The Administrator may , after giving the parties to the appeal 
an opportunity of being heard , pass such orders thereon as he thinks 
fit, confirming , modifying or annulling the order appealed against.

(4 ) The Administrator shall send a copy of every order passed 
by him to the parties to the appeal. 

20 . (1 ) Any offence made punishable by or under his Regulation 
may , either before or after the institution of proceedings, be compound 
ed by the Administrator .

(2 ) Where an offence has been compounded , the offender, if in 
custody , shall be discharged and no further proceedings shall be taken 
against him in respect of the offence compounded . 

21. ( 1 ) If the Town Planner , after holding a local enquiry or upon 
report from any of its officers or other information in his possession , 
is satisfied that any amenity in relation to any land in a development 
area has not been provided in relation to that land which in his 
opinion is to be provided , or that any development of the land for 
which permission has been obtained under this Regulation has not been 
carried out within the specified time, he may , after affording a rea 
sonable opportunity to show cause , serye upon the owner of the land 
or upon the person providing or responsible for pooviding the amenity 
a notice requiring him to provide the amenity or carry out the deve 
lopment within such time as may be specified in the notice . 

(2 ) If any amenity is not provided or any such development is not 
carried out within the time specified in the notice , then the Town 
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Planner may himself provide the amenity or carry out the develop 
ment or have it provided or carried out through such agency as he may 
deem fit : 


Provided that before taking any action under this sub -section , the 
Town Planner shall afford reasonable opportunity to the owner of the 
land or to the person responsible for providing the amenity to show 
cause as to why such action should not be taken . 


(3 ) All expenses incurred by the Town Planner or the agency 
employed by him in providing the amenity or carrying out the deve 
lopment together with simple interest at such rate not exceeding 
fifteen per cent. per annum as the Administrator may by order fix 
from the date when a demand for the expenses is made until payment 
may be recovered by the Town Plainer from the owner or the person 
responsible for providing the amenity as arrears of land revenue . 


22 . Any money due to the Town Planner including interest on 
account of fees, or charges, or from the disposal of properties movable 
or immovable , may , if the recovery thereof is not expressly provided 
for in any other provision of this Regulation be recovered by the 
Town Planner as arrears of land revenue.

( 2 ) Any document which is required or authorised to be served 
on the owner or occupier of any land or building may be addressed 
" the owner " or " the occupier ", as the case may be , of that land or 
building (naming that land or building ) without any further name or 
description , and shall be deemed to be duly served 

( a ) if the document so addressed is sent or delivered in accord 
ance with clause (d ) of sub -section (1 ) ; or 

(b ) if the document so addressed or a copy thereof so address 
ed , is delvered to some person on the land or building or, where 
there is no person on the land or building to whom it can be deli 
vered , is affixed to some conspicuous part of the land or building . 

( 3 ) Where a document is served on a partnership firm in accord 
ance with this section , the document shall be deemed to be served 
on each partner . 

(4 ) For the purpose of enabling any document to be served on the 
owner of any property , the Town Planner may by notice in writing 
require the occupier , if any, of the property to state the name and 
address of the owner thereof. 

( 5 ) Where the person on whom a document is to be served is a 
minor , the service upon his guardian or any adult member of his 
family shall be deemed to be service upon the minor . 

(6 ) A servant is not a member of the family within the meaning 
of this section .

24 . Every public notice given under this Regulation shall be in 
writing over the signature of the Town Planner and shall be widely 
made known in the locality to be affected thereby by affixing copies 
thereof in conspicuous public places within the said locality or by 
advertisement in local newspapers or by any other means as the Town 
Planner may think fit .

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35 . Every rule made under this Regulation shall be laid , as soon as 
after it is made , before each House of Parliament while it is in session , 
for a total period of thirty days which may be comprised in one session 
or in two or more successive sessions, and if, before the expiry of the
